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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on 17 October 2003 has been entered. 
The amendment overcomes the rejections of claims 7-9. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 7-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither shows nor suggest a flat panel display comprised of, in part, a dual 
layer electroplated structure having a cavity wherein a subpixel forming material is 
deposited therein and the electroplated structure contains substantially no organic 
material.
